This  valuable  new  fruit  group  comprises  various  crosses 
between  the  Sand  cherry,  the  native  American  plum  and  the 
Black  sweet  cherry.  Beginning  with  the  Compass,  introduced 
early  in  the  Nineties,  there  followed  Sapa  and  Opata,  orig¬ 
inated  by  Prof.  Hansen  of  this  State;  and  later,  Zumbra,  St. 
Anthony  and  Nicollet  from  the  Minnesota  Fruit  Breeding 
Farm.  All  these  varieties  have  characteristic  qualities  which 
make  them  valuable  in  the  north-central  area  of  the  United 
States.  With  their  common  parentage  in  the  Sand  cherry 
these  fruits  have  a  characteristic  bush  habit.
